about holiday 
overcharging

The Ministry of Tourism yesterday 
issued a stern warning to hotels 
against overcharging guests during 
the High Holidays. A special circular 
sent to the hotels said legat proceed- 
ings would be instituted against ho- 
tels charging more than the regular 
published rates, whatever form this 
extra charge may take, 


Ministry spokesman Michael Gid- 
ron told The Jerusalem Post that 
the warning follows a number of 
complaints against hotels which had 
allegedly quoted exhorbitant rates 
for the holiday period. 


Tt is learned that other, indirect 
forms of overcharging included a 
demand for extra payment for ser- 
vices which are in fact included in 
the normal rates. The warning, issued 
by the Ministry's hotels supervision 
section, made it clear that such un- 
justified charges, or the withholding 
of the services from guests who dec- 
line to pay for them, will be grounds 
for legal proceedings. 


Ptrgerinet of Tourism Moshe Kol 
with a delegation of 
the Israel Hotels Association and 
pointed out that hotels refusing to 
accept bookings for less than six days 
violated the 1948 Law on Supervision 
of Goods and Services, which covers 
hotel operations. 


Mr, Gidron said that while there 
have not been a flood of protests 
about such hotel malpractices there 
were enough to warrant Ministry 
action to nip the tendency in the bud, 
and to inform the public of its 
rights,

TEL AVIV, — The State ComptroHer 
has just issued a report which takes 
to task the Or Yehuda Local Coun- 
eil for a long list of “weighty short- 
comings” in its educational system, 
Sanitation services, development pro- 
jects and tex collection.

The law 
stipulates thet every local council 
must have data on school-age 
children among its residents ag well 
as information about school atten- 
Gance. This was not to be found in 
Or Yehuda. There was no perma- 
nently employed truant officer. 

The State Comptroller gathers that 
there must be a considerable num- 
ber of drop-outs already in the top 
elementary schdol grades, as well as 
in the lower high school grades. Ac- 
cording to school records, the num- 
ber of pupils in the seventh and
